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INVESTIGATING “UN-AMERICANISM” 


The congressional investigation of “Nazi and 
other un-American activities,’ as authorized in 
the Dickstein-Dies resolution, could easily be 
turned into a very un-American undertaking. 
Any such investigation must be handled with 
extreme care. In a nation like the United States, 
composed of a mixture of peoples and many 
religious faiths, it is frequently a matter of va- 
ried opinion as to just what constitutes un- 
Americanism. And it is a rare individual who 
has the proper conception of Naziism or Com- 
munism. Usually when pinned down to an 
opinion the two are indistinguishable. 


It has been contended by those favoring the 
investigation that there are about 30 Nazi or- 
ganizations now in operation; that each is 
nothing less than a military camp; that in the 
aggregate they outnumber the armed forces of 
the United States and that in case of war 
the forces operating against the government 
from within could easily get control. 


The charges are no less foreboding against 
members of “Communistic” organizations. 


Thousands of these enemies of democracy, 
according to the same sources of information, 
are hiding in innumerable cellars, ready, at the 
first nod from Moscow, to burst forth with their 
little red flags, to pounce upon all governmental 
agencies from the Atlantic to the Pacific, to 
seize all heating, power, water and light plants, 
thereby paralyzing the whole country into sub- 
mission overnight. 


All of this, of course, is utter nonsense. If 
there is danger of Naziism or Communism get- 
ting complete control in the United States, that 
danger is from within through the elective 
process, not through an old-fashioned Euro- 
pean coup d'etat. 


Unfortunately, there are many people in the 
nation whose patriotism is unquestioned, but 
who would willingly deny freedom of speech, 
press and religion to others whose opinions 
differ somewhat as to what actually consti- 
tutes Americanism, If these three fundamentals 
of democracy can be denied or restricted in the 
name of Americanism, it would not be long be- 
fore Americanism wou!d be a thing of the past. 
The remedies will have been more fatal to the 
people’s liberties than the suspected diseases. 


Perhaps there was a bit of hysteria behind 
the resolution. Congress already had the nec- 
essary information for legislating against the 
formation of private military organizations. The 
Department of Justice is also alive to the situ- 
ation. The danger is not in the investigation, 
but in the possibility of turning it into a search. 
for imaginary enemies of Americanism, based 
on prejudice and intolerance. 


ARTIFICIAL WOOL 


A firm in Lancashire, England, according to 
reports from London, has brought to perfection 
a process for manufacturing artificial wool 
cloth. The new cloth, it is said, has all the 
characteristics of a fine natural wool fabric. It 
is made from a mixture of “synthetic fibers on 
the viscose basis.” Development of the product, 
in the opinion of the same optimistic source, 
will hasten the day when clothes made of nat- 
ural wool will be regarded as a rare luxury. 


The real stimulus for developing this arti- 
ficial product, however, is not to be found so 
much in the actual need for it in English trade 
as in the necessity for finding a British prod- 
uct to compete successfully with the synthetic 
wool now being turned cut so cheaply by Ger- 
many and Italy. Lacking the means, the trade 
balances, to pay for the importation of large 
quantities of raw materials so much needed in 
industrial development, the latter two countries 
have turned to experimentation in synthetic 
goods with considerable =uccess. 

Amusingly enough, Britain, with access to 
all the world’s raw materials and the means to 
pay for them, must enter into the manufactur- 
ing of synthetic goods to compete with the two 
poorer countries which have neither the nat- 
ural products available nor the wherewithal to 
buy them. Furthermore, but not so amusing, 
will be the diminishing market for Australian 
and other dominion wool, if the prediction that 
clothes woven from natural wool will soon be- 
come a luxury, turns into a reality. The poor 
sheep, it seems, would also be in for a nice 
economic “trimming.”

WOMEN AGAINST WAR 

What the approximately 37,000,000 women of 
the United States think about war is brought 
out in a national survey, the results of which 
are published in the current number of the 
Ladies Home Journal. The poll, however, was 
not as thorough as it might have been for the 
reason that too few qualifications accompanied 
the answers. Too much weight was apparently 
attached to “yes and no” opinions, to the bare 
percentages. 

Probably the most noticeable result of the 
survey was the indication of pacifism among 
mothers. More than one-third of those ques- 
tioned would prefer having their sons in jail 
as pacifists or conscientious objectors than have 
them go to war. This sentiment was even more 
pronounced in the group under 30 years of age, 
in which 42 per cent selected jail for their sons 
rather than war. Perhaps the thought of their 
minor sons, in most instances under 10 years, 
marching off to war, had something to do with 
influencing opinion in this group. Unquestion- 
ably, these percentages would be lowered ma- 
terially if the nation’s welfare were put in 
jeopardy. 

Questioned on the subject of “war profiteer- 
ing,” the answers indicated the women would 
limit business profits as well as workers’ wages 
during war. While 81 per cent were for re- 
stricting profits, however, only 59 per cent were 
in favor of limiting wages. There is some in- 
consistency of opinion here, as it would create 
an economic disbalance to limit one without re- 
stricting the other. 


Quite naturally, the question of popularity 
of nations was brought out in the survey, It 
is not surprising to find Britain at the top with 
a rating of 63 per cent, but France, running a 
poor second, with 10 per cent, and Canada third 
with a meager 6 per cent, is distinctively no- 
ticeable. Canada, however, is so closely asso- 
ciated with the United States in so many dif- 
ferent ways that few Americans are inclined to 
look upon her as a foreign nation at all. For 
this reason it was probably overlooked in the 
competition. On the other hand, on the ques- 
tion of disliked nations, 40 per cent of those 
queried voted for Nazi Germany. Japan ran a 
close second with a rating of 35 per cent, but, 
as strange as it may seem, only 8 per cent felt 
unkindly toward Soviet Russia. 

Taken as a whole, the results of the poll 
are not surprising. Bombing of unprotected 
cities, killing of innocent women and children 
and other noncombatants, the negative results 
of the last “war to end wars,” all combine in 
creating an abhorence for another world out- 
break. 


Yet, paradoxically, fewer lives have been 
lost in the ranks of the soldiers in Spain and 
China, according to reliable information, than 
among noncombatants. Can it be that the sons 
who stay at home in the future will be in 
greater danger than those who march off to 
fight? 


PROPER TRAFFIC PLANNING . 
'A long-needed change in through-traffic 
handling is embodied in plans of the State 
Highway Board for improvement of main travel 
arteries such as Piedmont avenue and Marietta 
street. Revision of the through routes to take 
traffic around the business area as much as 
possible, reflects the most modern practice in 
speeding movement of both local and visiting 
automobiles. 

In the early days of motor travel it was con- 
sidered advantageous to direct tourists through 
the center of a city, since in most cases the 
journey was broken as often as possible because 
of the strain of driving long distances. The 
traveler, by the same token, was sure to pur- 
chase something in the city. This practice 
benefited the merchant, the hotel keeper and 
the restaurant owner. 

Today, however, the heavy density of vehic- 
ular traffic on ill-ordered downtown streets 
brings an entirely different picture, one in 
which all will benefit from the diversion of this 
through-traffic around the bysiness section. 
Local traffic can move more quickly and the 
traveler does not have to face the problem of 
driving on unfamiliar streets in the midst of a 
constant flow of automobiles. The routes which 
take the visitor into conditions of this type more 
often arouse a feeling of resentment than of 
pleasure. 

Atlanta’s traffic congestion is such that this 
feeling of resentment in the tourist must be 
intensified. If he is allowed to skirt the con- 
gested area, entering it if he chooses, then At- 
lanta will have done much to foster a kindly 
feeling in the visitor. The merchant loses little 
in this trade and the downtown streets in front 
of his store have been opened for more local 
automobiles, from whence come the business he 
most desires.

ARK.—Yesterday was a perfectly delightful day. wy 
any day. I know nothing 
of nice, cool water and the 
hot sun afterward. My daughter, son-in-law and 
I talked earnestly for two hours this morning 
while we motored through the countryside.

It is traditional that hospital food isn’t good. 
It is merely the fact, I suppose, that so much of 
it is cooked in quantity.

ATROPHIC RHINITIS. 

Dryness and irritation in the 
nostrils, absence of the normal 
mucous secretion that serves to 
keep the membrane protected in 
health, and crust formation are 
characteristic symptoms of atro- 
phic rhinitis. Hoarseness and a 
constant hacking cough, impair- 
ment of the sense of taste, and 
in some cases impairment of hear- 
ing accompany the condition.

Regardless of weight, however, 
the tendency is to relax the ab- 
dominal muscles in standing, sit- 
ting and walking, and this ten- 
dency increases with fatigue.

Heart Wound Cases 


Twenty-two operations to sew 
up hearts wounded with knives 
or ice picks were described to 
the American Medical Associa- 
tion at San Francisco yesterday 
by Dr. Daniel C. Elkin, of At- 
lanta. 

It appears, he said, that the 
most dangerous thing about a 
cut in the heart is pressure due 
to collection of blood from the 
injury. 

If this pressure can be re- 
lieved in time, the cut heart is 
likely to recover. There are, he 
said, no effects at first from a 
stab in the heart. One patient 
ran three blocks, another 
walked several hundred feet 
and a third was reported to have 
continued fighting for about 10 
minutes after the injuries.
